Nov, 27, 1913 —At the request of the 
President the following members met in 
special Fpssion last evening, 26 :—Mossrs. 
Feiser, Weikert, Weaver, Caohman, Pres- 
ident Weaver presided and slated that 
the object of having the members meet in 
special se^ion was to give a hearing to 
Mn Kohr, who was present. 
Mr, Kohr 
said he wished to consult the Council 
about the kind of a roof the Council de- 
sires to have put over the well as the con- 
tractor ought to have some idea as to what 
preparations to make for weight of roof, 
M. D. Feiser said he think( a cement 
roof would be of too great a weight, and, 
that he believes it would not be prudent 
to put a roof of that kind on. 
Mr. Kohr 
said he is of the opinion that the weight 
would not be too great on the supporting 
columns; but. he said he did not Nvish to 
dictate what kind of roof, but to have the 
contractor have some knowledge of the 
kind of roof. 
M D. Feiser said he be- 
lieves a galvanized metal 
roof would 
be the best. 
Matter of roof deferred for 
future consideration. 


The height to which the concrete wall 
is to be built was then discussed. 
Mr. 
Kohr stated that Mr. Weaver, the con- 
tractor, agrees to use the same amount of 
concrete that would be required to build 
the walls up to or higher than the present 
surface of the ground, provided the ground 
and earth be dug down and removed to a 
depth of 4 or 5 or more feet from the pres- 
ent surface on the East, North and South 
sides, and have a concrete walk 4 or 5 feet 
wide made and then have a retaining wall 
on the outside of the walk.

position :—1st, because the well be better 
secured; 2nd, the roof will be less expos- 
ed; 3rd there will be a better mode or way 
of draining the surface water than if the 
wall would be built up to or above the 
present surface of the ground, J. A. Cash- 
man moved, eecondedT^y M. D. Feiser, 
that matters pertaining to height of the 
concrete wall at the well, and also as to a 
walk and a retaining wall be referred to 
A. E Kohr, the Engineer.

The regular session of the Sixty- 
third conR-ross was called to order at 
noon Monday, and the extra session 
which convened last spring waa auto- 
matically adjourned. 


In the house Speaker Clark presid- 
ed and in the senate Vice President 
Marshall 
occupied 
the chair. 
The 
usual 
scenes 
attended the opening 
session. As many of the committees 
^voro announced at the beginniEg of 
special session there will be lit- 
routine work before congress gets 
.»own to husinesa. 


Tlie Democratic leaders realize that 
they have entered upon a session in 
which party politics on many import- 
ant questions will bo fully developed 
for scrutiny by the people at the polls 
in the congressional elections of 1914. 
It would be a serious blow to the pur- 
poses of President Wilson to lose con- 
trol of the lower branch of congress 
midway in his administration, and this 
thought will be kept before radical 
Democrats who are disposed to run 
amuck at all times. 


The Democratic party already has 
revised the tariff, and it is now over- 
hauling 
tho 
banking and 
currency 
laws. 
In the near future it will dis- 
close its intentions relative to the cor- 
porations, 
conservation 
and 
other 
questions that are regarded as Import- 
ant, economically as well as politically. 
The leaders realize that if the party 
Is to retain the ground that It gained 
in the elections of 1912 that it must 
proceed with caution in the consider- 
ation of the mther ambitious legisla- 
tive program that Ik rapidly framing 
In next year's elections the adminis- 
tration will be judged 
by the now 
tariff and banking laws and such other 
legislation as may be enacted at the 
forthcoming session. 


It is understood that the estimate of 
appropriations required 
to keep 
the 
wheels of governmont in mot'on in the 
fiscal year that will bo begun Juh* 1, 
1914, represent a total considerably in 
excess of a billion dollars. In the last 
congress, when the Democrats 
were 
in conrrol of 
the house only, Ihoy 
economized to some extent by allo\v- 
ing an appropriation for one batt e 
ship instead of two. Now «'omos the 
Democriitic secretary of the navy v/ith 
a building pn^gram that includes two 
battleships. 
Pemooratic leaders 
are 
prepared to admit that the appropria- 
tions for the forthcoming session will 
be considerably In excess of a billion 
dollars.

Polll married his victim, a widow, 
last July, according to the police and 
Father Paul Getile, of the Church ol 
Our Lady of Angels, performed the 
ceremony. 


Soon after, the latter said, tho wife 
came into some money upon the death 
of a relative. Her husband, ho said. 
Immediately began to besot her foi 
some of it, but she always refused, be- 
cause she wanted her children to share 
its aflvaniaKes. 


Three of the children. Jennie, thir 
teen; WIIIIp, five, and Dominick, twc 
years old, had trudged off to church 
an hnnr or bo before their mother was 
killed, but for some 
reason I-/Ouis, 
twelve, and Helen, seven, stayed a* 
home. They were playing In anothei 
room, when they heard their mother's 
frightened voice rals<rd In argument 
and 
the 
threatening tones of Polll 
Childishly curious, they crept to the 
door and peered into the other room. 


They were Just In time to see their 
itepfather seize a knife from a table 
and start chasing his terrified wl«e 
around the room. 
A second later Mrs. 
Polll, shrieking for help, dashed out 
of the door and Into a rear alley, with 
the infuriated husband close behind 
The little 
ones followed as fast ai 
their scared leg« could carry 
them, 
crying to him 
not 
to harm 
their 
"Mamma " 


PoIIi overtook the woman, and wiih 
one hand jabbed the 
blade enlirel) 
through her throat. He left the kniie 
sticking In the wound 
and 
dashed 
away. 
The police searched

She has a 
will 
of her 
own.

try as regent.

of here behave yourselves.'" 


My whole study of "old-timers" veri- 
fies this statement; moreover, I am 
inclined to believe that in very many 
instances the criminal impulses ex- 
haust themselves shortly after the 
period of adolescence, when the fever 
of antagonism to all restraint has run 
its course, so to say; and I believe the 
time Is coming when this branch of 
the 
subject 
will 
be ecientifically 
studied. 


It is greatly to be regretted that the 
juvenile court, now so efficient In res- 
cuing the young offender from the 
criminal ranks, had not long begun its 
work before the present severe dis- 
orimination, before the second or third 
offense had blotted hope from the fu- 
ture of so many of the younger men in 
our penitentiaries; for the indeter- 
minate sentence under the board of 
pardons hae done little to mitigate the 
fate of those whose criminal records 
show previous convictions.

Death Doiog's* 


Puts Papers Above Golleges. 


Ciirlisle, Nov. 30.—The declaration that 
the average newspaper is superior to the 
average college in efficiency was made by 
Professor Charles E. Himes, president of 
the Cumberlannd Valley Historical Socie- 
ty and one of the greatest living author- 
ities on physics. 


Talking of the work of newspapers in 
promoting moral and social efficiency in 
their respective localities, he deplored the 
criticism of the newspapers by college men 
on the score of impurity of language. He 
said that the average newspaper is very 
much more efficient than the average col- 
lege, and instanced this by stating that if 
the average newspaper were run in as 
slipshod a fashion as the average college 
it would speedily go out of business, 


Professor Himes said because of the 
neglect of the financial and business sides, 
hundreds of thousands of dollars are wast- 
ed each year in tlie colleges and universi- 
ties of America. 


Professor Himes is a native of New Ox- 
ford, a son of the late Mr. and Mrs, Wm. 
D. Himes.

Th«y Hftv« Two Foot Trunk« and Fli^- 
fMrt Tipptd With Clawt. 


That which is beileved to be the last 
herd of sea elephants known to exist 
1« to be found at Qundalupe island4 off 
the west coast of Mexico. 
In the herd 
there are now only alK>ut thirty speci- 
mens. 


The sea elephant Is an important link 
in the chain of évolution and is the 
largest of all fin footed animals. 
The 
adult male is about twenty-two feet 
in length and is about eight feet high 
when propped up on his front flippers 
In a natural position. 
These great 
bulls weigh from two to three tons 
and have a trunk, or proboscis, which, 
when relaxed, hangs down over the 
mouth about two feet 
In the end of 
this the tiostriîs are placed rather wide 
apart, and when they breathe their 
whole mass tremblea in tiny undula- 
tions to the very end. 


The 
flippers 
are tWck and tipped 
with heavy claws. 
There is a tail 
about one foot and a half long, sepa- 
rated horizontally in two 
divisions. 
This tall acts as a propeller, to resist 
the huge creature when he comes in 
through the breakers. 
He hoists his 
back flippers and tall so as to catch 
the full sweep of the waves, and then 
allows bimself to be washed up on the 
beacli.

Of the Borousrh of Naw Oxford, County 
of Adams and State of Pennsylvania, 
acceptin$; the provisions of an Act of 
the General Assembly of the Common 
wealth of Pennsylvania, approved the

and does hereby accept the provisions of 
an Act of the General Assembly of the

"Wo expect Mr. Schwelzer to try to 
test the legality of tho agreement, of 
courso. 
Ho pioads that it Is now an 
unnecessary drain upon him, cspuclal- 
ly as his son-in-law Is prosperous, but 
that is no concern of ours. l i e can- 
not set asido so lightly as this a for- 
mal anto-nuptial contract, regard«'d la 
law as among the most binding of duo- 
uments. 


Say He Must Settle. 


"Death Itstjlf cannot abrogate surh 
a contract, as many decisions already 
hold. 
Tho count married Miss Schwel- 
zer as he agreed to and now Mr. 
Schwelzer must llvo up to the end ui 
his bargain, just us ho agreed to 


"Wo will win and then Mn Schwel- 
zer cannot change his will. His daugh- 
ter must get her share of h«r fatht-r a 
estate, which is what we want. The 
count feels that his being well-to-do 
is no reason why tho payments be dis- 
continued or his father-ln-law'B win 
be altered to his wife's disadvantage 
The case is on the calendar for trial 
and the Count and Countess GuhnoiU 
will be here to give their testimony 


"And then Mr. Schwelzer will find 
out that he can't make a marriage si-t- 
tlement and then forget about it when 
he gets disgruntled. 
They don t do 
things that w^y abroad, 
and 
folk* 
won't bo allowed to do it here." 


And 80—unless X^apa Schwelzer re- 
lents—we shall soon see whether ur
